ation than their actual capital would justi- 
Y ; while an opportunity is also afforded to 
iarties of little or no responsibility or capi- 
al, to organize banks with scarcely any 
ther object in view, than to set afloat a 
urrency which, however well it may keep 
ip for a time, may, on the decline in value 
if its security, or the resumption of specie 
payments, eventually become depreciated, 
hereby causiag a recurrence of all those 
roubles and losses which the business in- 
ereats of oar state so recently experienced;

A New Hartlord Convention. 


Our readers know that there was a large 


party in the eastern states who were op- 
posed to the war of 1812, and that a con- 
vention of these opponents of that war was 
held in Hartford, Conn., for the purpose of 
stopping the war. It was then and has 
ever since been regarded as a disloyal con- 
vention, and the individuals who composed 
it, as well as the party which sanctioned it, 
were afterwards held in reprobation by the 
great mass of the loyal people of the coun- 
try. 
It made no difference in this general 


condemnation that many of the persona in- 
terested in that movement claimed to be 
honeat and patriotic in their designs, the 
fact that they held a convention to oppose 
the war, while hostilities were in existence, 
was sufficient to stamp their acts with dis- 
loyalty and treason. Such was tbe public 
verdict upon the men of that day who in- 
terposed obstacles in the way of the sue- 
ceaaful prosecution of the war, and such 
will again be the case whenever men so far 
forget their duty to their country as to com- 
bine against the efforts of the government 
to put down its armed foes. 


A convention is about to be convened of 


the disloyalists of this time, for the purpose 
of weakening the government and aiding 
the enemies of the country. A proposition 
has been made in the Kentucky legislature 
to appoint commissioners from that state 
to meet those of the states of Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Missouri, Illinois, New York and Penn- 
sylvania, " to confer in relation to the af- 
fairs and exigencies of the nation." A 
resolution has been adopted in one branch 
of the In diana legislature to appoint com- 
missioners to this convention, and a similar 
resolution has been presented in the Illi- 
nois legislature, coupled with a proposition 
for a recess until June for the purpose of 
further legislation after the convention has 
been held. 


We take it as a compliment that Wiscon- 


sin is not invited to co-operate with this 
new Hartford convention of tories. The 
reputation of the Badger state for loyalty 
and patriotism has shielded her from the 
suspicion that she would countenance a 
proceeding so far as to send delegates to 
take part in its proceedings. 


Doubtless in the days of the old Hart- 


ford convention the men who originated it 
supposed they had the majority of the peo- 
ple with them, and anticipated the success 
of their efforts to dragoon the government 
into a peace. They were just as mad and 
violent in their proceedings as the copper- 
heads of our day. But the sober second 
thought of the people put tho stamp of in- 
famy upon their xloings, and scarcely a man 
•who sympathized with them ever obtained 
political favor afterwards. The latest mis- 
take of that kind waa the election of James 
Buchanan, who was an ardent supporter of 
the party which originated the Hartford 
convention. 
From this fact, and from the 


other prominent and notorious fact that the 
democratic party which elected him is en- 
gaged in this new movement at Louisville 
for giving aid and comfort to the enemy. 
we conclude that the present democratic 
party, and the old federal party of 1812, 
liave interchanged spirit and sentiment, 
until they are one and the same, and ready 
to sacrifice their country and all its pre- 
cious interests, for tbe success of party.

LETTER FROM A Ll CROSSE VOLDSTEEU. 


HELENA, Ark., Jan. 29th, 1863.

to Helena, Arkansas. Perhaps a soldier in 
a Wisconsin regiment now stationed at this 
place, who knows B. personally, might be 
able to throw such light npon the matter 
as will place the defunct editor in true col- 
ors before the good citizens of La Crosse. 


Brick first made his appearance in thia 


army at Clarendon, Ark., some ten days 
since. He seemed anxious to obtain an in- 
terview with General Gorman, who was at 
the time of his (Brick's) arrival, at Duval's 
Bluff, a point on White river forty miles 
above Clarendon. 


On the return of General Gorman 'to 


Clarendon, Brick lost no time in paying 
bis respects, and seemed quite jubilant over 
the result of the interview.
